Lawmakers Are 
Concerned Over 
The Government's 
Financial Affairs

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28— 


(/P) — Returning lawmakers 
chalked up red ink spending 
today as the top domestic 
issue in the new session of 
Congress opening next week. 


Democrats joined Republicans in 


deploring a state of financial affairs 
in which the government will have 
to go borrowing from the people 
because its outgo is bigger than its 
income from taxes. 


At that point, members of the 


two major political parties parted 
violently in their comments. 


Over many Democratic protests 


Republicans put the finger on the 
Truman 
administration's 
''Fair 


Deal" program as the cause of the 
treasury's present financial woes. 
Worse Troubles Ahead 


Senator Taft of Ohio, who heads 


the Senate policy committee, said 
even worse troubles are ahead i 
the Democrats can push the Bran- 
nan farm subsidy payment through 
Congress. 


In a weekly report to Ohio vot- 


ers, he estimated that subsidies 
under such a plan would run to 
$8,000,000,000 yearly. 
. The scheme would guarantee the 
farmer's income on some perish- 
able products, letting those pro- 
ducts reach their own price leve 
on the market. Under the plan the 
consumer would benefit from the 
lower prices. 
Bill From Government 


"Since the farmer and the con 


turners are the taxpayers, thej 
would simply get a bill from to 
government for the benefits thej 
are supposed to receive, plus 
; 


' sum added in to pay salaries t 


several h u n d r e d thousand em- 
ployees required to administer the 
plan," Taft said. 


Some Democrats, including Sen- 


ate majority leader Lucas of Illi- 
nois, defended red ink spending as 
a necessary measure to insure 
world peace. 


Lucas, announcing he is running 


lor re-election, told an audience 
in Havana, 111., last night: 


"I hate deficit financing. I hate 


to have the government borrowing 
more money from the American 
people. 


Prefers Deficit Financing- 
"But if we must make a choice 


between a period of deficit finan- 
cing to strengthen our chances for 
peace or running the chance of 
engaging in an atomic war. I will 
declare right now that I prefer the 
risk of deficit financing." 


Lucas said the country is pros- 


perous and ridiculed Republican 
leaders ''who tell xis we are on the 
way to the poorhouse." 


He predicted, however, that mili- 


tary outlays will be cut $2,000,000,- 
000 in the next year and that a 
$1,000,000,000 cut can be made in 
Marshall Plan economic aid to 
western Europe. 


Senator Wherry of Nebraska, the 


Republican floor leader, called for 
a $1,500,000,000 slash in Marshall 
Plan spending. 


"From my travels across the 


country since the fu-st session of 
the 81st Congress adjourned I 
gathered that the people want the 
cost of government cut drastic- 
ally," he said in a statement. 
Should Cut Expenditures 
"Instead of talking about in- 


creasing taxes, to give the spend- 
thrift socialists more money to 
squander, Congress should bring 
the budget into balance by cutting 
expenditures to fit the cloth of 
revenue," he declared. 


Rep. Taber (R-N. Y.) joined in 


with a statement that the admin- 
istration's financial policies indi- 
cate that the president cannot 
"distinguish between the treasury 
of the federal government and the 
treasury of the Democratic party.' 


"A Republican - controlled Con- 


gress," he said, "could have cut six 
billions of veh et out of last year's 
budget, gotten nd of thousands 
of leechc? on the federal payroll 
and avoided any need for addition- 
al taxes."

"If the Lord wants my hand, 


that's all right with me," she said.

tation could save the life of the 
10-year-old farm girl, whose plea 
for prayer stirred hearts across 
the nation. 
Malignant Tumor 


She is suffering from a malig- 


nant bone tumor on the third 
finger of her right hand. 
The 


amputation is designed to keep 
the malignancy from spreading 
through the bloodstream. 


Her father, Clay Marbury. broke 


the news to ner gently yesterday 
soon after she ,was admitted to 
Baptist hospital. He told her she 
might die if the hand is not re- 
moved. 


Not a Child Any Longer 
"She wasn't a child when she 


heard that," he said. "She was a 
grown-up woman."

Fire Damage 
To LaMonte 
High School 


Blaze Starts in 
Furnace Room Early 
This Morning 


An early rising couple and the 


alertness o£ a telephone operator 
olayed a large part in the saving 
of the LaMonte high school fiom 
destruction by 
fire 
early this 


morning. The building caught fire 
early today Jn the furnace room. 
The flames had eaten their way 
nto the seventh and eighth grade 
class room when the discovery 
>vas made about 4:45 o'clock by 
Mr. and Mrs. Harold Wills, who 
eside half a block north of the 
building. The damage was esti- 
mated at about $1,500. 


The night telephone operator, 


Mrs. 
Lyman Wharton, was called 


and after making sure there was 
a fire by a "call back" to the 
Wills residence, she began spread- 
.ng the alarm by ringing all the 
;elephone customers in LaMonte. 
Mrs. 
Wharton also called'the Se- 


dalia fire department but Sedalia 
firemen were unable to respond 
jecause of city ordinance which 
prohibits the fire companies go- 
ng beyond the city limits. 
Many Volunteers 
Nearly 100 men hurried to the 


school building, formed a bucket 
brigade and began bucketing wa- 
ter into the building to fight the 
flames. 
Their 
efforts, 
coupled 


with the use of the town's two 
fire extinguishers and a garden 
hose attached to a faucet in the 
basement, confined the fire to 
the furnace room and the one 
school room. 


The 
fire 
appeared 
to have 


started in the furnace room along 
the coal bin wall. It burned up 
the board framework to the ceil- 
ing, found its way into the floor- 
ing of the school room and broke 
through to set fire to the window 
frames of the room on the north 
side of the building. 


Alfred Brown, superintendent 


of the school and one of the firs' 
to arrive on the scene, said the 
two extinguishers were used to 
"knock-down" the flames in the 
school room until water could be 
tossed into the room by the vol- 
unteers. He said water was pour- 
ed on the burning wall in the 
basement and retarded the blaze 
sufficiently to give a volunteer 
time to get into the furnace room 
and attach a long garden hose 
which was used. Within an hour's 
time the fire was extinguished 
and the volunteers on their waj 
back home. 


Smoke Damage 
The class loom accommodates

The fire was confined to this 
classroom and the furnace room 
However, the entire main parftfo: 
the school building was

with heavy smoke which caused 
some damage. Two large glassei 
in double doors opening into the 
building where the auditorium i:

to close a fire door. 


Mr. Wills,' in telling of the dis- 


covery, said he had gotten up 
and his attention was > attractec 
by the flickering of light. Looking 
toward the school he said botl 
he and his wife could see the fire 
in the classroom and they quick- 
ly turned in the alarm, dressed 
and went to the school building

Pan American is Handicapped 
By The Marshall Plan 


B-y Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON—Toward the end of the war, 


President Roosevelt called in Juan Trippe, apple- 
cheeked president of Pan American World Air- 
ways, and suggested that his airline start a 
chain of hotels around the world. 


Shortage of dollars was sure, to be one of the 


great economic curses of the world after the 
war. FDR warned, and one way to spread dol- 
lars abroad was through the tourist trade. How- 
ever, good hotels were necessary for the tour- 
ists, which was why Roosevelt urged Pan Ameri- 
can Airways +o go into the hotel business. 


As a result, Pan Am is building a chain of 


modern hotels—or at least trying to build them— 
in various parts of the world. However, their 
bigges handicap, believe it or not, is the Mar- 
shall Plan. 


In Latin America, where the Marshall Plan 


does not operate, the hotel program is going 
well. But in Turkey, a country blessed with a 
lot of Marshall Plan money, the EGA has ac- 
tually helped to stymie American enterprise. 


What happened was that Pan American, after 


lengthy negotiations worked out an agreement 
with the Turkish government to build and oper- 
ate a hotel for Turkey. The hotel was to be 
financed with an export-import bank loan at 
4 per cent. 


Just about this time, however, an EGA expert 


came iff Turkey from Paris and recommended 
that the hotel be built not by American busi- 
nessmen but by the Swiss or Belgians. (The 
EGA expert once operated an American Express 
company office in Switzerland where he clashed 
with Pan American Airways). Furthermore, he 
recommended that EGA money be advanced 
to the Swiss or Belgians to build the hotel. 


Since EGA money would draw only 2 per cent 


interest, naturally it looked a lot better to the 
Turkish government than export-import bank 
money at 4 per cent. So now the deal is up in 
the air. 


That is the way some EGA so-called experts 


are undercutting American business. 
Friendship Train of Toys 


The American Legion's Friendship Train of 


Toys to the kids of Europe is really beginning to 
roll. If the veterans aren't careful, they'll get so 
many toys that Philadelphia's Pier 38, from from 
which Hie toys are to be shipped to CARE, will 
be swamped. 


Not only the Legion but all sorts of people 


all over the country are remembering that, while 
food is better for Europe, toys are scarce, and 
that it's Europe's children wno are either our 
friends or the soldiers of tomorrow. 


In Virginia, for instance, dynamic Governor 


William. Tuck has issued a proclamation urging 
Virginians to get behind the train of toys. "This 
program," said the governor, "is designed to 
bring happiness to children, is also planting 
seeds of faith, trust, and good will in the fertile 
young minds of Europe's children." 


The Ministerial Association of Richmond wrote 


a letter to all protestant preachers asking them 
to explain the toy program on Christmas Sunday, 
while the Catholic bishop of Richmond and the 
rabbis of the city have done the same. Rich- 
mond's police stations and firehouses are serving 
as collection depots for toys. 
Two Boys From Denver 


Two boys from Denver, Colo., now in the 


cabinet, face one of the oldest and most vigor- 
ous feuds in the government. 


It's over who is to control the Forest Service— 


the Agriculture Department or the Interior De- 
partment. All during the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, this battle was fought back and forth be- 
tween Secretary of the Interior Ickes and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace. It was .the chief 
reason for the bad blood between them. 


Ickes claimed that since his Interior Depart- 


ment had control of the national parks and 
public lands, it should also control the forests 
which are on those lands. But Wallace claimed 
that the Forest Service, for years under agricul- 
ture, should remain there. It did. 


Now Charley Brannan, Secretary oC Agricul- 


ture, and Oscar Chapman, new Secretary of the 
Interior, face the same tug of war. Both are 
old friends, both from the same town, and both 
helped each other up the ladder of government. 


Chapman helped Brannan get his first job as 


Assistant Secretary of Agriculture. And later 
when Brannan beat Chapman into the cabinet, 
he in turn, offered to step aside if the president 
had any objection to two Denver men in his 
official family. 


Not only because of his old friendship, but 


because both aie board-gauged men, Chapman 
and Brannan aren't likely to get peeved at each 
other over the Forest Service. Nevertheless, the 
boys around thm have already started making 
faces. 


Tough Old Bird 


When the steel and coal strikes were on earlier 


this fall, some pretty drastic things were pre- 
dicted for the country's economy. Inevitably, 
employment and production fell off measurably 
during that spell. But on the whole business 
held up remarkably well. 


Latest reports show steel mills operating these 


days at around 95 per cent of capacity, highest 


level since last May. Automobile output has 
come bounding back, and the general atmosphere 
is good. 


The lesson in all this, both for ourselves and 


outsiders, is that the American economy as it 
exists today has a lot more bounce than most 
of us seem, to imagine. It can take some heavy 
shocks and still go rolling on. It's done just 
that in this up-and-down year. 


Just Town Talk 


Farmers Should be Protected; 
Not Lured to Over-Production 


By Bruce Biossat 


The country's efforts to take care of its farm- 


ers show better than anything else how puzzling 
our affairs can be today. 


At the root of the matter is the fact farmers 


can produce'more crops than people can buy 
at present prices. To assure the producers a 
decent income, the government has built com- 
plex machinery for shoring up the prices of the 
things they grow. 


But this in turn has acted as a lure to farm- 


ers to produce more and more. This year's corn 
output will be the second highest on record, 
the wheat crop the fourth biggest. Production 
of many other commodities will be high. 


Committed to supporting major farm prices, 


the government has no choice when market 
prices drop below support levels but to tase 
the products off farmers' hands at an agreed 
figure. The operation of this plan has left the 
government owning mountains of eggs, potatoes, 
corn, wheat, tobacco, cottonseed and other items. 


The situation has gone so far that alarmed of- 


ficials are working hard to choke cff this flow 
of unmarketable commodities into government 
warehouses. Next year cotton, corn and wheat 
all will be under federal acreage controls. Some 
crops already are restricted, and more may be 
added to the list. 


In all this rush to halt rising, surpluses there 


is an ironic twist. For while one set of govern- 
ment officials wrestles with unwieldly output, 
another group is bending all its energies toward 
stepping up both acreage and production. 


Some 3300.000,000 in conservation funds is 


being spent to help farmers improve their soil 
so they can grow more and better crops. Agri- 
cultural researchers are busy driving toward 
the same goals. And these effort's are paying 
off in higher yields at the very time other offi- 
cials are seeing surpluses in their sleep. 


As if this were not enough, the Bureau of 


Reclamation is every year opening more western 
land for irrigation farming. For 1943-50 the 
addition to useful soil will come to more than 
400,000 acres. 


We can't stop trying to improve our often 


badly depleted soils or adding to basic farm 
resources, especially when all signs point to a 
population advance of about 25 per cent in the 
next generation. 


It looks as if the contradiction in this situa- 


tion will have to be corrected at the other end. 
What we need is a price program that will pro- 
tect farmers against heavy loss but will not 
act as a lure to production until the market 
demand warrants greater output. 


Man Mustn't Sell His Freedom 
To Gain Momentary Wants

No one can be blamed if he gets a little mixed 


up these days trying to fathom where the course 
to real freedom lies. 


How is a man to know, when assorted political 


soothsayers tell him the path to liberty lies 
through the welfare state, through Republican- 
style free-enterprise, through socialism, even 
Communism? 


Probably no one does know foi sure in this 


confused age. But there are a few guide posts 
that might help us keep general track of our 
goal. 


First of all. liberty in a country under law is 


always limited, never complete. We always have 
some sort of control. So obviously the question 
is a matter of degree: How much control can we 
have and still be free? 


We can be pretty sure people who urge con- 


trols for their own sake don't care much for 
liberty. Communism and fascism fail on this 
simple test. For they set state control as a goal, 
with freedom a more or less accidental by-pro- 
duct. 


They paint totalitarianism as a revolution 


leading to something better. But there's only 
been one real social upheaval on this planet. A 
distinguished poet calls it the "revolution of the 
whole man." He means the endless striving of 
men to be free, to realize himself fully. It's 
a struggle that's been going on foi ages and is 
still in progress. 


Our policies and programs must be measured 


against this deep urge in man. Naturally he has 
other wants—security, well-being, 
peace of 


mind. But the job is somehow to fill them with- 
out destroying the essence of his freedom. Our 
whole approach should reflect unflagging con- 
cern'for liberty, not fascination with controls. 


Controls may be necessary. But each new sur- 


render to them should be pieCaced with this hard 
question: Is there any way to accomplish our end 
without these restrictions? 


Not enough people ask that question convinc- 


ingly today. We need more who are willing to 
search out the usually more difficult solutions 
that lie within the framework of freedom. Then 
we'll get a clearer view of the road we must 
follow. 


Get Them Back on Deck 


Jane's Fighting Ships, British naval annual, 


reports that two — possibly three — 35,000-ton 
Russian battleships are either in commission or 
nearing readiness for service. 


If this report has substance, then the U. S. 


Navy may yet ha\e something more to worry 
about than the hundreds of Soviet submarines 
which up to now have been advertised as the 
sole threat to American supremacy on the seas. 


Throughout all the acid debate on the proper 


roles of .Navy and Air Force in a future war, 
one somehow got the idea that our admirals 
felt submarine warfare was not enough to justify 
their existence. Maybe even a little undignified. 


A few more accounts of 35,000-ton capital 


vessels sliding down the ways in Russian ship- 
yards and the American admirals can thrust 
out their chests and show their dignity again.

Cure of Glaucoma, Painful Eye 
Condition, Should Begin Early

Glaucoma is one of the most 
common and serious causes of 
blindness. 
It is a particularly 


tragic condition because eye spe- 
cialists say that its worst effects 
can be eliminated or at least 
greatly reduced by early diagno- 
sis and by starting proper treat- 
ment promptly. 
In other words 


this is a condition which if neg- 
lected or if treatment is not care- 
fully followed causes a progres- 
sive loss of vision, not to mention 
the pain and other uncomfortable 
symptoms. 


There are several varieties of 


glaucoma recognized by medical 
men. One of them is acute glau- 
coma which generally begins with 
severe pain in one eye rather than 
in both. Both eyes water and the 
affected eyeball looks inflamed or 
infected. 
Swelling of the eyelids 


is common. 
Four Major Types 
In most cases the cause cannot 


be discovered though it is often 
associated with hardening of the 
arteries. Four principal kinds are 
usually described. These are the 
acute inflammatory, the chronic 


inflammatory, the "absolute" anc 
chronic simple types. 


Glaucoma comes principally to 


people between 35 and 70 and is a 
little more common in women 
than in men. The acute inflam- 
mation usually subsides and grad- 
ually becomes chronic. 
The so- 


called 
"absolute" 
glaucoma is 


merely the final stage of a glau- 
coma which has not been success- 
fully treated. 


In this disease il is extremely 


important to make a diagnosis and 
begin treatment early. When this 
is done the eye can be saved ,in 
almost all cases. 
Certain drugs 


arc extremely helpful in the early 
stages, though they may have to 
be continued more or less in- 
definitely. 


Total blindness can occur. For 


all these reasons, there are few 
conditions known in which it is 
more important to make an early 
diagnosis, start proper treatment 
promptly, and continue it without 
let up.

QUESTION: 
I have read 


about people having a ma- 
lignant growth, from small 
moles. Could you tell me 
if this is true? . 


ANSWER: 
It is true of 


some kinds of moles and not 
of others.

Fanners And Jan. 15 
The Jan. 15 tax date has a 


new meaning to farmers. Up 
until this year, a farmer 
either had to file a declara- 
tion of estimated tax or a fi- 
nal federal income tax return 
by Jan. 15. If the declaration 
was filed, then a final return 
had to be filed by March 15. 


The law has been amended 


so that this year a farmer 
who files on a calendar year 
basis can send in his income 
tax return by Jan. 31, 1950 
—in lieu of the declaration 
required on Jan. 15. 


The amendment is not man- 


datory. 
A farmer can still 


file his declaration of esti- 
mated tax on Jan. 15 if he 
wishes to do so, and wait un- 
til March 15 to file the final 
return. 


A person is a farmer in the 


eyes of the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue if his gross in- 
come from farming is at least 
two-thirds of his total income 
for the year.

Drought: An Old Story

The world is having a flood oi 


droughts. Water shortages are re- 
ported all the way from New 
York City to the jungles of Af- 
rica. 


Water shortages are an old story 


—millions of years old. The mod- 
ern droughts mean serious loss to 
many people. But the chances are 
they will be no more than an 
inconvenience to you. 


On the other hand, if some of 


the long-ago droughts had not 
happened, you might not be here. 
—or you might be two other fel- 
lows. 


One theory about why dinosaurs 


disappeared from the earth has to 
do with drought. Of course, tem- 
perature change, mountain build- 
ing and other things are in that 
, theory, too. 
But some experts 


think that a-key factor was that 
things got dry. The plants on 
-which dinosaurs lived didn't grow 
any more and the animals starved 
to death. The mammals got their 
chance to develop. 


Of course, all the dinosaurs and 


all the mammals did not live on 
plants. Some of them ate other 
animals. Your ancestor, one theory 
says, was a little beast that looked 
. something like a rat and lived on 
insects. 


All this happened millions of 


years ago. But the earth didn't 
stop changing from wet to dry 
and back again either on part or 
all of its surface. Another theory 
hints there was another drought 
when your ancestor was an ape- 
like animal swinging by his hands 
through 
the 
tree 
branches. 


Drought killed the trees and the 
animal had to stand up and take 
a long step toward becoming s 
man. 


Even when he was a real man 


theorists say, he didn't stop be- 
ing pushed around by drought 
One belief is that large parts of 
Asia and Europe began to get dry 
about 3,000 B.C. Later there were 
still other changes from wet to 
dry and dry to wet. The dry per- 
iods, it is thought forced some 
peoples to move from their homes 


The peoples .who moved into 


Greece and much later created 
the golden age there may have 


moved there because their old 
homes dried up. The Hyksos who 
conquered Egypt around 1700 B.C. 
may have been on the move be- 
cause of drought. 


Certainly, for example, the Sa- 


hara desert was a well watered 
area some thousands of years ago. 
Remains show that men lived 
there comfortably up to the late 
stone age. 


Again, when the Roman Em- 


pire was breaking up, many of 
the barbarians which came down 
against it in wave after wave may 
have moved out of Asia because 
of drought. Some of your 
an- 


cestors may have been among 
them. 


So far, today's droughts 
are 


small potatoes compared with 
some of the old ones. They are 
like the dry years - in ancient 
Egypt when the Nile did not rise 
high enough to flood all the land. 
The pharaohs staged great re- 
ligious festivals when the height 
of the river in flood was meas- 
ured. Tax rates were based on 
the measurements. Taxes were 
smaller when the river was lower. 
And sometimes the pharaoh fool- 
ed the people, pretending the
